Continuation of 3. The amendments to claims 1 , 20, 25, 36, 38, 45, 47, and 49 change the scope of the claims and require further search 
and consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . At page 18 of Applicants response, Applicant argues the newly added limitation of "directly." For that reason, the 
Examiner will not address this argument. 

Applicant's arguments at page 20 (Goetz does not teach or even suggest that an interaction detected by the pharmacist is compared with 
the user's override before the prescription is processed) have already been addressed in the Final Rejection mailed 9/8/05 (see page 19 
of Final Rejection), and are incorporated herein. 

Applicant's arguments at page 21 (Goetz fails to teach an element of Applicant's invention, namely, that the reason for prescribing a drug 
"as written" be entered or selected by the user) have already been addressed in the Final Rejection mailed 9/8/05 (see pages 19-20), and 
are incorporated herein. 

Applicant argues at page 23 that there is no motivation or teaching to combine Goetz with Liff and that Goetz is directed to a medication 
management system and Liff is directed to an automated drug dispensing system. In response to applicant's argument that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in 
the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, having a printer in 
communication an electronic device is well-known in the art, as evidenced by Liff (see Fig. 1 of Liff). 
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
